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Kentucky Educational Association. 

In its write-up of the Kentucky Ed- 
ucational convention at Winchester, 
the Sun-Sentinel pays Prof. J. W. Ire- 
land. of this place, a handsome compli- 
ment and gives the salient points of 
one of the talks he made, as follows: 

"The discussion of the ‘Tenure of 
the Teacher's Position.’ is in plain ver- 
nacular holding your joli. Pedagogic* 
have reached such a status that most 
good places are held by political chican- 
ery or pull. I advocate a throe or four 
years’ tenure in this position as well as 
in positions of other callings. 1 he al- 
loy 'puli’ has come to be a necessary 
pedagogical asset. A railroad man is 
chosen for an indefinite time, and why 
not make the trainer of minds as se- 
’ cure as the minder of trains ? A busi- 
ness man keeps his store for a long 
period, that he may become thoroughly 
conversant with the different depart- 
ments and avenues of trade. The mind 
is a store-house and the teacher should 
know the different departments that he 
may help the student to store knowl- 
edge. I maintain then that the teach- 
er should be chosen for a term of years 
to stop this eternal annual pulling for 
positions or jobs. You may say "if the 
teacher does his full duty the position 
is forthcoming. ’ Not always is this the 
case, for just as in politics, a most ef- 
ficient man is shelved for one unskilled, 
because some one has imagined he was 
unjustly treated. Relieve the weary 
pedagogue of his solicitude for next 
year and he will cease to revolve in his 
mind: How can I make my calling 

an election sure?’ and can feel a sure- 
ty is making some advance steps, even 
if they do not mature in one year. The 
judges of the Supreme Court are chos- 
en for life. The reasons are known to 
all. Why not increase the tenure of 
the teacher for the same reasons ? We 
can hardly hope for a life tenure, but 
make it longer. Preachers are called 
from place to place, not for more mon- 
ey. but for longer opportunities and 
wider fields (T) The teacher is some- 
times nothing more than a traveling 
mendicant, leaving his stores at the 
feet of august board* annually. Some- 
times for just cause we must admit. 
We can not claim for ourselves such al- 
truism as the last mentioned man. but 
instead of the Eternal King calling us 
to wider and more inviting Canaans. 
the money king, rarely however, call* 
the footsore pedagogue to a more lu- 
crative position. Some schools, such an 
Owensboro, Paris, et a!., have elected 
for three anil four years. This is a for- 
ward movement that will sooner or lat- 
er Iteeome the rule and not the excep- 
tion. ’ ' 

Editor F. J. Campbell, of the Somer- 
set Journal, who is one of the hap- 
piest mated men we ever kriew, 
writes: 

"The gospel of happiness is one 
that every woman should lay to heart.

NEWS NOTES. 

Hubert Hawkins was fatally shot at 
Owensboro by an unknown foot pad. 

There were six deaths and many 
prostrations in Cleveland, O., Saturday 
as a result of the excessive heat. 

The Twenty-fifth Infantry (Negro) 
regiment, concerned in the Brownsville 
affair, will sail for the Philippines in 
about six weeks. 

William Cledinne, former member of 
the Canadian Parliament and once 
Mayor of Montreal, was cut in two by 
a train at Depew, N. Y. 

Prof. J. E. Mannix, late principal of 
the Garrard Graded School, has accept- 
ed the chair of mathematics in the nor- 
mal department of Berea College. 

The employes of both the Postal ard 
Western Union Telegraph Companies 
at San Francisco and Oakland walked 
out and a strike is on at both places. 

Another batch of damage suits has 
been filed at Flemingsburg as the re- 
sult of the recent wreck on the Cincin- 
nati, Flemingsburg and Southwestern 
railroad. 

Frank Woller, for 18 years clerk of 
the Municipal court of Milwaukee, 
pleaded guilty to embezzlement and 
was sentenced to three years' imprison- 
ment at hard labor. 

The St. Louis courts have sustained 
the right of a Kentucky distiller to the 
use of the name “Old Crow" and is- 
sued an order for an accounting for the 
violation of the trade-mark. 

The supreme Court of Tennessee 
handed down a decision holding that 
the new charter of the city of Memphis 
adopted at the last session of the State 
legislature, is unconstitutional. 

DeMolay eomtnandery and its famous 
drill team were guests of the F.minence 
Masonic lodge at a big barbecue. Rev. 
Dr. E. L. Powell was the chief orator 
and advised following the Constitution. 

The Secretary of War will recom- 
mend to Congress at its next session 
that an appropriation be made establish- 
ing a fund for the entertainment of of- 
ficial foreign visitors at military posts. 

At Jasper, Fla., W. W. Barton, a 
carpenter, shot and killed his wife, 
three children and himself at his home. 
One victim, a child five years old, sur- 
vived long enough to tell that Barton 
did the killing. 

A Federal Court jury in Rochester, 
N. Y., returned a verdict of guilty 
against the New York Central railroad, 
on trial for failure to file rates on oil 
shipments with the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. 

Twenty-five prisoners in the Jeffer- 
son county jail have petitioned Gov. 
Beckham to have them confined in the 
penitentiary at once, so that their sen- 
tences may begin at once. Among the 
number are several life-termers. 

The towboat Nellie sank in 20 feet 
of water in Clark's river.near Paducah, 
and the Captain and crew escaped with 
difficulty. It is believed that the boat 
was scuttled and it will be raised to de- 
termine the cause of the wreck. 

The convention of the Western Fed- 
eration of Miners at Denver practically 
agreed upon a constitutional amend- 
ment providing for a referendum vote 
by any local union before a strike is 
called, and requiring a two-thirds' vote 
in the affirmative to authorize a strike. 

Charles D. Webb, associate editor of 
the Bourbon News, fell through a trap 
door in the office floor, which had been 
carelessly left open, and dropped a dis- 
tance of 10 feet, sustaining painful 
bruises about the body. Mr Webb used 
to work in the Interior Journal of- 
fice. 

A plan to build a big paper factory 
n Kentucky on the co-operative plan 
was seriously considered at the meet- 
ing of the Kentucky Press Association 
at Estill Springs. The idea is to sup- 
ply every paper in Kentucky with white 
paper and thus reduce the price nearly 
one- half. 

Thomas E. Walsh and Arthur Bon- 
homme, employes at the Chicago stock 
yards, were arrested on charges of con- 
spiracy to violate the government civil 
service laws. It is alleged that Bon- 
homme passe.! a civil service examina- 
tion in order to obtain for Walsh a po- 
sition as Federal meat inspector. 

I)r. I. J. Eules, of Belleville, III., 
who began a fast of 20 days to test his 
theory that his health would thereby 
be benefited, has completed the stipu- 
lated time. He decided, however, not 
to eat anything until his appetite de- 
manded food, und will continue to fast 
until he gets hungry. The fast has re- 
duced his weight from 100 pounds to 
1702 pounds. He attended a banquet, 
sniffed the appetizing viands and serv- 
ed the chicken salad himself, but ate 
nothing.
